The congregation is still in the dark as to who its donor 
was, and the chances are that the name of the anonymous 
benefactor will never be disclosed.

Fromm Says Rabbis 
Have Little Faith 
In Religious Values

NEW YORK—tThe present attempt to synthesize religion and 


psychoanalysis was criticized here last week by Dr. 


Erich Fromm, 


internationally known psychoanalyst and author. 
Dr. Fromm characterized the synthesis as a “dangerous” de- 


velopment for both fields. 

He urged both religion and 
psychoanalysis to go back to 
their own field, to redevelop their 
own spirit, to become “radical” 
and return to their “roots.” 

Speaking before an overflow 
crowd of more than 800 persons 
at the Hebrew Union College 
Jewish Institute of Religion, Dr. 
Fromm asserted that present cul- 
ture was “idolatrous” because it 
worshiped the products of man’s 
hands. 


.“MAN IS not in danger of be- 
coming a slave today,” he stated, 
“rather man is in danger of be- 
coming a robot. He has no joy 
while living in the midst of 
plenty. When man is bored he 
becomes vicious. 

“Where man counts so little, it 
is difficult for either religion or 
psycholanalysis to be effective,” 
Dr. Fromm asserted.» 

The auditorium was packed 15 
minutes before the lecture, and 
more than 300 persons had to be 
accomomdated downstairs. 


DR. FROMM criticized relig- 
ious leaders for not having faith 
in religious values. Because re- 
ligious leaders think religious 
values and faith are not enough 
to fill synagogues, they turn to 
psychoanalysis as an attraction, 
the speaker said. 

At the same time he criticized 
psychoanalysts for not recogniz- 
ing that the neurosis of their 
patients stemmed from “deep dis- 
satisfaction with the _ essential 
meaning of life.” Dr. Fromm 
said many psychoanalysts felt 
“bored” like their patients and 
were unwilling to confront them- 
selves with the problem that “life 
just doesn’t make sense.” 


HE URGED religion to return 





to the principles of religious 





monotheism, to concern itself 
with “what is the essential re- 
ligious experience,” and to stop 
talking about G-d and attempt- 
ing to sell religion. 

Dr. Fromm said religion should 
aim to make man fully human, 
to be able to unfold, to give love 
and devotion. He said psycho- 
analysis could play a role by 
helping man to overcome greed, 
folly, anger, fear and his illusions 
about nature, reality and himself, 

Asked from the floor why a 
rabbi couldn’t answer the prob- 
lem of man’s purpose in life and 
why man needs psychoanalysis if 
religion returns to its radical 
roots, Dr. Fromm replieq that 
psychoanalysis helpea man free 
himself from his phantasies and 
distortions. 


“IT IS ONLY when this hap- 
pens,” he said, “that man can 
make sense of what the Bible 
tells him. Only then can he be- 
come aware of the problem and 
become able to love.” 

Dr. Fromm admitted that psy- 
choanalysis is not the only way 
for man to arrive at spiritual 
love. But, he said that today the 
spiritual leader is listened to but 
has no authority, because he is 
not expected to “say something 
terribly important.” 

Another questioner asked him 
whether the discipline of Ortho- 
doxy was not necessary for man 
to achieve real religious truth. 


DR. FROMM said discipline 
was needed but he could notpar- 
ticipate in Orthodoxy for a num- 
ber of reasons. He said he had 
been an Orthodox Jew until the 
age of 26. He also stated that he 
did not know what he could ad- 
vocate for Reform Judaism, since 
he was not a Reform Jew.

Charles Zibbell of the LAJCC 
told The National Jewish POST 
that the key to the program of 
kashrut supervision was volun- 
tary co-operation. He declared 
the Community Council’s posi- 
tion was against enforcement of 
kashrut by the state, or other 
secular governmental bodies, be- 
cause of the principle of sep- 
aration of church and state. 


THE SITUATION came to a 
head earlier this year when As- 
semblyman Joe Shell of this city, 
a non-Jew, was persuaded to in- 
troduce two amendments in the 
state legislature providing for 
enforcement clauses in statutes 
already on the books. The old 
law prohibited butchers from 
calling themselves kosher if they 
violated kashrut, but failed to 
provide an enforcement agency. 

Backing Shell, a one-time Uni- 
versity of Southern Calhfornia 
football great, were a majority 
of the city’s butchers and the 
Haredim, a_ recently - organized 
group here which labels itseif 
“pioneers in building the Jewish 
community.” 

WHEN THE amendments were 
discussed at the state legislature, 
representatives of the LAJCC’s 
community relations committee 
appeared to protest tne proposed 
legislation. Local attorney Wal- 
ter Hilborn ang CRC director 
Joseph Roos presented similar 
arguments, 

No action has been taken to 
date by the legislature, and the 
amendments, which were then in 
committee, are not “pending.” 
However, William J. (Jack) 
Glick, who headed the LAJCC’s 
bureau of kashrut administra- 
tion, told The POST he expected 
them to be heard sometime this 
year. 

“That, of course, is scuttle- 
butt, and not anything official,” 
he added. 


THE HISTORY of kashrut reg- 
ulation in Los Angeles is a spotty 
one, at best. 

In 1954, charges of violation of 

federal law were brought against 
the Kosher Butchers Assn. 
(KBA). Specifically, the charges 
involved conspiracy to fix prices, 
and restriction of entranee into 
the butchers’ field. 
These charges did not reach 
the formal stages of legal proc- 
ess, but as a result a temporary 
solution of the problem was ef- 
fected. 


of their own kashrut supervision, 
repeated complaints of violations 
led the state to make its own in- 
vestigation. 


THE SURVEY, by the Depart- 
ment of Finance, concluded in 
February of this year, charged 
that there were violations of rab. 
binic practices in the kosher poul- 
try industry and by butchers pre- 
paring kosher meats. 

Likewisé, the report said, there 
were certain violations on the 
part of ready-to-eat establish. 
ments, largely in respect to 
proper designation of the sale of 
kosher ang non-kosher products. 

Spokesmen for the Community 
Council say that Shell has been 
pressured and misled by the 
butchers, who are hoping that 
they can control supervision 
under a state program, or that 
supervision will be easier than 
under the community program. 


IT IS CHARGED that the 
KBA “imported” rabbis whom 
they are paying to supervise 


their operations, and that this is 
unhealthy. 

Among specific violations, the 
state probe charged. that the 
butchers use scalding water to 
clean chickens, and employ cer- 
tain slaughtering shortcuts. 

These are denied by the 
butchers. 

At any rate, the problem re. 
mains. The LAJCC has aban.- 
doned its bureau of kashrut ad- 
ministration after two years, and 
the butchers are selling as kosher 
meats prepared under several dif- 
ferent types of supervision. 

A “RUMP” GROUP of “loyal- 
ists” still remains. About a dozen 
butchers prepare meats under 
supervision of recognized Ortho- 
dox rabbis, who are establishe 
in the community, and who re- 
ceive no pay for this work. 

The balance of the butchers, 
mostly in the KBA, are getting 
their authorization from _ the 
Haredim, the so-called “import- 
ed” rabbis, or from other local 
paid rabbis or kosher slaugh- 
terers.

made peace with the Arabs a 
long time ago. Ben-Gurion 
spoiled everything with his mili- 
tary operations. He did not even 
take me into his confidence con- 
cerning the Sinai campaign.

Ben-Gurion will be dead, Shar- 
ett will be dead, Eshkol will be 
dead, Nahum Goldmann will be 
dead, all of the old-guard Israeli, 
Zionist and world-Jewish leader- 
ship will be dead. The leaders of 
Israel, in all walks of life, will be 
sabras who grew up after Israel 
gained her independence and for 
whom this independence will be 
as natural as the air they 
breathe. 

Our military leadership al- 

ready consists almost exclusively 
of sabras and in another two 
decades a foreign-born politician 
or administration official will be 
a rarity in Israel. 
Whether we want it or not, 
we'll gradually stop being a Jew- 
ish state and become a Hebrew 
state. Twenty years is a short 
time, and the state of Israel in 
1977 wil have by then to accept 
the fact that Jews living abroad 
are foreigners.

it still exists then, will become 
very friendly to the Hebrew 
state, if only because Israel will 
be a Hebrew state, not a Jewish 
state. 

This trend towards a Hebrew 
state is already visible and it is 
inevitable, just as it is inevitable 
that day follows night. This 
means that, in another two dec- 
ades, when the new generations 
take over both in Israel and 
among the Jewish communities 
abroad, political Zionism will be 
just as dead as its enemies wish 
it to be dead now.

Brandeis Debaters 
Third In Nation 


WALTHAM, Mass. (NJP) — 
With teams from the major uni- 
versities in the U.S. competing, 
the debating squad of Brandeis 
University finished third at the 
national Marx-Xavier Debate 
Tournament, which was held at 
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casion was merely an exhibition 
in New York. The _ ferocious 
Dempsey played cat and mouse 
with the scrappy little “Kid” 
whose fluttering arms. served 
only to tickle the ‘‘Manassa” 
mauler. 

But although it was only an ex- 
hibition, the encounter’ with 
Dempsey sharply outlined Kap- 
lan’s promising qualities. Within 
four years the “Kid” lived up to 
his potential. 

On Jan. 2, 1925, Louis “Kid" 
Kaplan entered the Madison 
Square ring with Danny Kramer 
of Philadelphia, Within the in- 
terior of that vast abbattoir of 
pugilism all was bedlam. A train- 
joad of the “Kid's” fellow resi- 
dents of Meriden sang, shouted 
and cheered wildly as he battered 
the unfortunate Kramer into sub- 
raission within nine rounds. 

FOR THE NEXT two and a 
half years “King Kap” ruled the 
featherweight worid. He defend- 
ed his title twice, each time stop- 
ping the smooth-punching Babe 
Herman. 

But in 1927 the “Kid” found 
that getting down to the required 
126 pounds took more pushing 
away from the table than his 
stomach was prepared to endure. 
He abdicated the title. 

In doing so he successfully met 
the greatest challenge of his life. 

When it was suspected that 
Kaplan no longer could make the 
weight limit, gamblers came to 
him with the proposal that he 
meet with a fighter of their 
choosing in the lIafter’s home 
town and for $50,000 drop the 
fight and the title to the local 
hero. Since he had to give up 
the crown anyway, what was 
wrong with making 2% sure bun- 
dle out of it. 

KAPLAN TURNED them 
down. He gave up the title 
gratis. 

For six more years the “Kid” 
hung on in boxing as an over: 
stuffed featherweight, although 
he had only a few good fights 
left in his system. One of these 
was on June 29, 1927, when he 
stopped the highly-rated Jackie 
Fields, who later became the wel- 
terweight champion. Another 
high spot was reached in 1930 
when he defeated Bat Battalino, 
also an ex-featherweight king. 

Louis “Kid” Kaplan quit box- 
ing after losing a decision to 
Cocoa-Kid in New Haven on Feo, 
20, 1933. 

But the friendly bespectacled 
34-year-old is still “King Kap” 
to his fellow townsfolk in 
Meriden. 

Not only that, but he is one of 
the few men living who can say 
he left a ring occupied by Jack 
Dempsey without the use of a 
litter, ;

learn about Isaac Wolfson, whose annual profit is estimated at more than $50 million. 


Wolfson’s enterprises employ more than 70,000 people, and his Great Universal Stores, now . 
2,470 in number, put to shame any American chain. 


WHAT'S MORE Wolfson is a 
strictly observant Jew. No 
amount of money, nor any ap- 
pointment with anyone from the 
king on down, could make him 
contravene Orthodox law, 

Wolfson was interviewed here 
while on an Israel tour made to 
inspect progress on a religious 
center he and a “group of 
friends” have been instrumental 
in having erected in Jerusalem.

NOW ALMOST 60, Wolfson is 
a quiet, home-loving man who 
devotes time to grandchildren 
and reading of history.

HAIFA—Another May Day has come and gone in Israel, 
Again American tourists have been bewildered by the sight of 
the red flags flying everywhere, and by the almost universal ob- 
servance of the day. 

Let’s put the facts in proper perspective: May 1 is somewhat 
ere to Labor Day in the United States. It is the day set 
. aside by and for labor, and for such celebra- 
- tions as may be found appropriate. The United 
- States.is the only country in the world which 
}. holds its Labor Day in September. To the best 
of my knowledge, practically all other countries 
: of the world, in the West as well as in the East, 
: mark the first of May as a universal Labor 
Day. The fact that the Communists may also 
celebrate May Day does not taint the day any 
more than the fact that Communist respect fo) 
science, literature or music makes these com- 
munistic.

The red flag is likewise the universal flag of the socialist 


labor movement. There is no hammer and sickle on the flag. 
Indeed, the philosophy and the spirit of May Day in Israel is 
violently anti-Communist, and the labor press of the country in- 
variably utilizes the occasion to launch attacks on the Com- 
munists, who, to their belief, have betrayed the true interests of 
free, democratic labor.

THE AMERICAN TOURIST is nevertheless allergic to ved, 
and it is impossible to enter into a lengthy explanation with each 
one of them. Travel agencies and sponsoring institutions: usually 
try to keep their wards away from Haifa on this day, since the 
city is usually the center of the May Day celebrations, and freely 
decorated with the colorful flags. 

May Day does not enjoy the full status in Israel that Labor 
Day does in America. It is not a legal holiday by law, but prac- 
tice has almost conferred this status upon it.

As a matter of custom 
students and professors alike remain away from the universities, 
though the academic calendar makes no mention of a holiday.

Parents are sup- 
posed to ask similar permission for their children. Schools lo- 
cated in working class sections of the city practically close. 
Schools in the upper middle class parts of the city barely reflect 
anything unusual.

IT WAS INTERESTING again this year to note the general 
themes in the celebrations and in the press. There is no hailing 
of the “progress” made by labor, or of the successful fight for 
higher wages, shorter hours, better working conditions.

The robber barons and the great exploiters of another 
decade in the United States were the natural results of the con- 
centration of power in the hands of capital. It was inevitable that 
they should have been fought vigorously and successfully by labor. 
And in this country, many feel, labor has used its power to 
advance the interests of its class at the expense of the national! 
interests and the national economy. Hence the proponents of 
private initiative find it necessary to oppose labor monopoly. + The 
right to rule and the right to oppose; the freedom to criticize: 
the power to use the secret ballot—these are the earmarks of a 
true democracy, and Israel is such a democracy in cvery sense 
of the word.

These were 
seen by many who made a tour 
of Embassies this past week end. 
This is the first of such tours 
in which the Israel Embassy has 
participated. 

Next month the Embassy will 
have an even “newer look” since 
many of its diplomatic corps are 
being replaced. 

Minister - Counselor Argemon 
was given a farewell party at 
the chancery. Rumor has it that 
Yohanon Meroz, who came to the 
Embassy as a First Secretary, 
will assume this portfolio. Coun- 
selor Harry Levin, heading the 
Embassy’s very important Office 
of Information, will leave for Is- 
rael the end of this month. His 
more than six-year tour of duty 
here has been the longest of any 
member of the Embassy, with 
the exception of the Ambassador. 
(Rumors that Eban will be leav- 
ing this fall continue to fly about 
and are persistently denied.) 

Michael Arnon will replace 
Harry Levin. Reuven Shiloah, 
minister under Eban, will leave 
soon. It is rumored that one of 
Rabbi Herzog’s sons will assume 
his responsibilities and title. Mrs. 
Shiloah already is in Israel.

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NO U. S. JEWISH GROUP 
ACCEPTS DOMINICAN OFFER 


NEW YORK (NJP) — No major Jewish organization in the 
United States has any plans to underwrite the Dominican Repub- 
lie’s willingness to admit 5000 Jews from Egypt (NJP, May 3), 
The National Jewish POST and OPINION has learned. 

The proposal was made by Dictator Rafael Trujillo when he 


met with four Jewish members 
of the U.S. Congress—Chudoff of 
Pennsylvania, Dollinger of New 
York, Friedel of Maryland, and 
Zelenko of New York—after they 
had visiteé the Jewish settlement 
at Sosua, 

LACK OF sufficient oppor- 
tunity to insure a sound eco- 
nomic future fer the immigrants 
is one ef the handicaps to the 
project. 

It is felt that Dominica would 
become a transit area with the 
migrants froern Egypt seeking to 
move on apain within a few 
years. Under these conditions, 
no Majer body is prepared te 





finance mass transportation for 
5,000 persons across the At- 
lantic, particularly when passage 
to Israel or to any European 
country welcoming the refugees 
from Nasser is much less costly. 


THE DOMINICAN Republic 
made migration news on a previ- 
ous occasion. In 1939, the coun- 
try offered to admit 100,000 ref- 
ugees from Hitler, provided they 
engaged in agriculture. By 1944, 
about 450 German and Austrian 
Jewish refugees had taken ad- 
vantage of the offer and had 
settled on a 9,000-acre stretch, a 


gift of Trujillo financed by Agro- 
joint. Within “10 years, the set- 
tlers had dwindled to 200, due 
mainly to the loneliness of their 
existence and their isolation from 
challenging cultural and_ eco- 
nomic centers. 

Apart from the 200 Jews at 
Sosua, there are only 100 more 
among the Republic’s 2,300,000 
total population.

NEW YORK—A visitor to 
Syria was amazed recently when 
a Beirut-to-Damascus bus driver 
turned on his radio expressly to 
let the passengers listen to a Kol 
Yisrael (Israel Radio Service) 
news broadcast.

YIDDISHE FOLKSLIEDER MIT 
MELODIES, by Y. L. Cahan, $5

The late compiler of this vast 
collection was the outstanding 
student of the genre now bound 
in these covers.

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THE KREMLIN, THE JEWS 
AND THE MIDDLE EAST, by 
Judd L. Teller, $3.75 (Thomas 
Yoseloff). 

Except for the hard core of 
obsessed wilfully stupid 
partisans of the Reds, Soviet 
anti-Semitism and Middle East 
machiavellism are facts estab- 
lished without possibility of 
doubt or refutation. 

Dr. Teller, who 
for his previous work on Jewish 
disabilities, here recasts the en-

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COURT TEST ON DHARAN 


We wonder what would happen if a court test was 
made oi the provision of the lease by which the United 
States secured use of the Dharan air base by permitting 
Saudi Arabia to dictate terms which bar United States 
Jewish servicernen from the installation: 

This would be a step which would require great cour- 
age, although it might also be a step which would move 
torward the cause of anti-discrimination more than a thou- 
sand editorials and a thousand pious addresses and pro- 
test meetings. 

Although we're not an attorney, we hardly see how a 
case could be proven to sustain the administration. 

There would be those who would charge that United 
States Jews were playing loose with United States security, 
and just such a letter, although ‘couched in polite language, 
appeared last week in the New York Times. 

This is begging the question. 

Saudi Arabia has as much at stake in the cold war as 
does the United States. She has everything to lose from 
the Communists and everything to gain—including her in- 
come of $300 million annually—from the West. We can’t 
by any stretch of the imagination see King Saud not yield- 
ing in the matter had our State Department taken the 
simple stand that it had no choice under the constitution 
but to insist that what the United States did in the mat- 
ter of deploying her armed forces was her own business, 


THE REFORM GUIDE 


Although we weren't present at the Reform conven- 
tion in Toronte last week, we've scanned the reports that 
have been relezsed thus far to determine just to what ex- 
tent attention was paid to the proposition that at this time 
Reform should adopt a guide. 

This would necessarily have had to have been a mini- 
mum guide, and we can fully understand the fears of 
those who can see in the establishment of such a guide 
or code the possible congealing of Reform. 

Reform, by its very nature, means continual permis- 
siveness of change. Perhaps the name used by many Re- 
form congregations to describe themselves more accurately 
might indicate this much better. It is the term “Liberal.” 

But if Reform would be true to itself, it would reason 
that in mid-century United States the one real need is for 
the Jewish community, Reform and otherwise, to under- 
stand what is expected of it from a Jewish standpoint. 

The guide would serve to eliminate much of the 
present confusion. 

There is the risk that for later generations such a guide 
might impecte the progress of Reform, but that is a chal- 
lenge the fulure would have to meet. 


JEWS SHUN THE COUNCIL 


The fundarnental objection otf Jews to the American 
Council for Judaism is that it paints a false picture of 
the American Jew. 

The Councis knows at heart that this picture is a 
libel of the werst kind. It knows well that there is no 
more loyal Arnerican than the American Jew. 

The Council knows this, yet it can paint the Jew as 
willing to betray his country’s interest and as having a 
prior loyalty to 2 foreign nation. It can say we’re good 
Jews and good Americans. The other Jews are not. 

The reason it ean do this is something the psychiatrists 
would call seli-hatred. 

The seli-hatred of the Council is subconscious, but it 
gives away its motivation. 

This and not the logic of its position is why most 
Jews shun the Council. 

We've sairci before that there is a place for a legitimate 
anti-Zionist viewpoint within the American Jewish com- 
munity. Just mew much support a sincere group like this 
could muster in the United States Jewish community we 
don't pretend tc be able to estimate. 

But the Council has long since stopped being an anti- 
Zionist group, something we've also said before. 

It is an anti-Jewish group. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL Yeshivas of New 
York, which are Jewish all-day schools on 
the high school level, are making the most 
of their amazing record in the recent Regent 
college entrance examinations held by the 
state of New York. 

Not only did a Yeshiva student score the 
highest of all the thousands who took the 
rigorous tests, but of those who were awarded 
scholarships as a result of their showing, 
the Yeshiva students did better than twice as 
well as graduates of public high schools. 

In view of the fact that the Regent 
scholarship examination tests only one-half 
or so of the instruction received in the 
yeshivas—the English half—it can readily be 
seen that the yeshivas really have something 
to boast about. In case you aren’t familiar 
with yeshivas and all-day schools, you should 
understand that they teach not only the Jew- 
ish subjects but devote an equal time to the 
subjects the students would normally study 
in the public high schools. 


WE CAN SEE why President Nelson 
Glueck of Hebrew Union College-Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion wanted to shorten the 
name of the Reform Seminary. 

A copy reader who has to write head- 
lines over news stories about the school has 
our sympathy, and no doubt Dr. Glueck and 
the copyreader see eye to eye in the matter. 

In addition, when you stop to think 
about it, neither of the combined names are 
suitable. What does Hebrew Union College 
mean? Does it connote a Jewish seminary? 
Is it a Jewish college that is connected with 
unions? 


THE SAME OBJECTION holds for Jew- 
ish Institute of Religion. This hardly con- 
notes a school for rabbis, plus the fact that 
if one wanted to be vicious the word institute 
contains the idea of an institution. 

The outcry that burst forth when Dr. 
Glueck made his suggestion is understand- 
able. The proponents of the JIR have been 
upset ever since the unsuccessful attempt to 
make the New York branch of the school 
subsidiary to the Cincinnati one. Any sug: 
gestion of shortening the name of the original 


Hebrew Union College was bound to raise 
their ire. 

But an entirely new name—one more 
suitable to the*tasks performed by HUC-JIR 
—might meet with approval of all concerned, 


YOU MAY OR MAY NOT have noticed 
the news and announcements in The POST, 
especially in our “In New York” section, about 
the Theodor Herzl Institute. This is a cul- 
tural endeavor, with a full-time program 4di- 
rector, which provides Jewish programs con- 
tinuously day in and day out and week in and 
week out. 

Some of the series of lectures have been 
outstanding, and most of the programs have 
been presented before audiences which bulged 
out into the hallways at 250 W. 57th St., in 
New York. 

This project is the baby of Dr. Emmanuel 
Neumann, whom you know best as president 
of the Zionist Organization of America, but 
its sponsorship is the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine, of which Dr. Neumann is a valued 
member. He has had to fight for this pro- 
gram, we are told, against some of the big 
people on the Agency executive, who may 
or may not be motivated by envy or what is 
worse, spiteful jealousy. 


IN ANY EVENT, the project is a big suc: 
cess, and has extreme value not only from 
the standpoint that it is adding to the sum 
total of U. S. Jewish culture, but also be- 
cause it is the answer to the charge that 
Zionism gives nothing to the U. S. Jewish 
community, only takes away. 

Now we note that the Jewish National 
Fund is starting a like project although on 
a more modest basis at its new home at 42 
E. 69th St., in New York. Rabbi Robert Gor- 
dis will open a series of lectures there on 
May 20. 

We're happy to pay our respects to this 
new phase of Zionist activity in the U. S. 
This is paying back the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity for its activities in behalf of Israel, 
and bears out the contention that Israel has 
a great deal to give to the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity. This is the cultural bridge theory 
in operation, although still only in a_ small 
way.

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Portugal Marranos Returning To Judaism 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

The movement toward Judaism 
reported from Japan is ef Jap- 
anese initiative. Post-war disil- 
lusionment both with ancestral 
faith and imported Christianity 
may be the key to this groping 
for a different answer to the 
problems perplexing the Jap- 
anese mind and spirit. 

However, a group of Israeli 
Jews have formed a league to 
preach Judaism to the non-Jew- 
ish world with a view to conver- 
sion. This comes to me in a 
letter from the president of the 
“World League for Proselytes to 
Judaism,” Dr. Israel Benzeiv, a 
professor at the Bar-Ilan Univer- 
sity in Israel. 

With headquarters in Jeru- 
salem, Tel Aviv and Haifa, this 
league has been holding meetings 
to propagate its idea and to gain 
the support of adherents to its 
program, The letter I received is 
a plea to undertake the estab- 
lishment of a United States af- 
filiate. , 


APPARENTLY Dr. Benzeiv’s 
organization is unaware of the 
existence and work of the “Unit- 
ed Israel World Union” that has 
been doing just that in this coun- 
try for a number of years with 
a fair measure of success, ac- 
cording to its claims. Not so long 
ago some of the converts it had 
made left this country to settle 
in Israel. I wrote Dr. Benzeiv to 
that effect. 

It is only fair to state that 
Dr. Benzeiv’s letter to me was 
not unprovoked. The reason for 
my writing him was no intention 
to ask for an exclusive USS. 
agency of his league. I had read 
that active in the league in Israel 
was a Portuguese countess, who 
considered herself a descendant 
of Portuguese Jews of old. She 
had settled not so long ago in 
Israel, returned officially to Ju- 
daism, and was now very zeal- 
ously advocating a mission move- 
ment among her former fellow 
“New Christians,” as they are 
called in Portugal to this day, 
though the entire former Jewish 
population of that country had 
been forcefully baptised in 1497. 

It was to reach this lady that 
I had written to Dr. Benzelv, 
whose address I had read in the 
newspaper stories about’ the 
league and its activities. 


MY INTEREST in communi- 
tating with the Countess is due 
to my own observations of the 
“New Christians” during a_ so- 


journ in Portugal about four 
years ago, where I also met the 
now late Samuel Schwartz, dis- 
coverer, mentor and guide of 
these remnants of the old Jewish 
community of Portugal. There 
are thousands of them. 

I visited some of the syna- 
gogues they had built in the 
twenties, during the years that 
their movement back to Judaism 
was at its height, reaching into 
Portuguese upper society and 
even the military caste. Among 
the interesting materials I re- 
ceived from Mr. Schwartz (whose 
own life story is a most fascinat- 
ing account of Jewish peregrina- 
tions and vicissitudes) is the 
“siddur” or prayer book, of these 
“New Christians,” which he had 
compiled from their oral recita- 
tions. 

The habit of secrecy and lim- 
itation to oral transmission from 
generation to generation for se- 
curity reasons during the long 
era of Inquisition rule had be- 
come a “mitzva” of their faith. 
The collection compiled by 
Schwartz is the first and only 
one extant. 


IT IS INTERESTING that a 
similar situation exists on the 
eastern side of Spain, in its own 
Balearic Islands, especially on 
Majorca. The British poet, Rob- 
ert Frost, has recently written 
of the “chuetas” or the Majorcan 
“New Christians” in “Commen- 
tary” and “The Jewish Chron- 
icle” of London. 

Many have done so_ before 
Frost, for these “chuetas’” have 
drawn to themselves from time 
to time the attention of visiting 
writers and even of ordinary 
tourists with an eye for signs of 
Jewish origin. But they would 
all report vehement denial of 
Jewish descent whenever they 
queried any “chueta” about his 
ancestry or ancestral faith. The 
connection has been too painful 
in many ways for them to admit 
it willingly to strangers. 

However, thanks to a clue pub- 
lished back in 1954 in the New 
York Yiddish daily, “Forward,” 
I have been corresponding fre- 
quently since October of that 
year with the leader of a Judaiz- 
ing movement among the 
“chuetas.” His letters, though 
written by a man with only a 
few years of elementary school- 
ing (he is an artisan), constitute 
one of the ‘most moving series 
of human documents. 


AS FAR AS I KNOW, this is 


the first case in modern times of 
such direct and frank communi- 
cation between a “chueta” and a 
Jew. His letters reveal how the 
tradition of Jewish descent has 
been kept alive all these cen 
turies. My correspondent’s latest 
Jewish ancestors lived before 
1435, when in Majorca, too, the 
entire Jewish community was 
forcibly baptised. Thus here is a 
descendant of Jews converted 57 
years before the expulsion from 
Spain, who is now a focal point 
among his fellow ‘chuetas” for 
re-embracing Judaism. 

In view of the foregoing the 
project of the Israeli League 
headed by Dr. Benzeiv does not 
look quite as fantastic as at first 
sight. Probably the most serious 
obstacle is Jewish inertia for 
proselytizing, begotten of cen- 
turies of enforced abstention 
from such activity. As Dr. Ben- 
zeiv writes in his letter to me: 
“For 2,000 years we have had to 
content ourselves. with having 
views and making declarations, 
positive or negative, on this sub- 
ject. Today this is a vital matter 
for us in Israel’s life. We are 
interested in action.” 

He was deeply impressed and 
affected by a series of excerpts 
from my Majorean correspond- 
ent’s letters that I had sent him. 


THE LEAGUE claims the fol- 
lowing purposes: j 

(1) To extend personal re- 
ligious aid to Jewish proselytes 
living in Israel, supplying teach- 
ers, texts, counsel and guidance 
in Jewish religious living; 

(2) To propagate the Jewish 
faith among Israel's non-Jews, 
Christians and Mohammedans, 
and to encourage them to con- 
version; 

(3) To propagate the idea of 
absolute monotheism among non- 
Jews everywhere and to extend 
aid to them to solve their re- 
ligious problem; and 

(4) To set up affiliates in other 
countries, and especially in the 
U.S.A., Japan, Burma and China. 

In this connection it is in- 
teresting to add that the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
has had a commission on prose- 
lytization studying this question 
for several years. Apparently 
there is a considerable current of 
opinion in the Reform rabbinate 
in favor of an active Jewish mis- 
sion effort.

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Book By Judd Teller Documents Soviet Duplicity Toward Her Jews 


THE KREMLIN, THE JEWS, AND THE MIDDLE 
EAST, by Judd L. Teller, $3.75 (Thomas Yo- 
seloff).

One of the most persuasive and deceptive ac- 

tions in the early years of the Soviet Union was 

the outlawing of anti-Semitism. “Under com- 
munism, it’s against the law!” became a rallying 
ery for Jewish intellectuals in the ’20s and ’30s. 

And even today there are those who cling to the 

delusion that the law has erased 

anti-Semitism from the hearts of 

a people who were steeped in it. 
At the last congress of the 

American Communist party, as 

one may read in “Jewish Life,” 

the so-called progressive maga- 
zine permeated with their point 
of view, there was passed a resolu- 
tion plaintively begging the Sov- 
iets to “say it isn’t so,” to affirm 
that Jewish culture would indeed 





Levin 
be revived, as though the Jewish writers and other 
creative spirits murdered under Stalin could in- 
stantly be resurrected. 

AS A YOUNG MAN, I was like almost every- 
one else fooled by the statement that anti-Semitism 


had been outlawed by the Communists. It was 
not until I went to Palestine and found myself 
in a kibbutz in 1929 that I learned that Jews in 
the Soviet Union had been sent to Siberia for be- 
ing Zionists. And it was in 1929 that the Soviet 
Union, as one may read in Judd Teller’s docu- 
mented book, abetted the Mufti in the series of 
pogroms in Palestine during which over 100 Jews 
were massacred. 

Of course, in Communist ideology, one must 
make distinction between Jewishness and what 
they call Jewish nationalism. But it seems that 
the distinction is faint. Anyone who thinks of 
himself as a Jew may at some time become 
sympathetic to Jews in Israel, and must therefore 
be considered a potential Jewish nationalist. 


nationalism is to destroy Jewish thought entirely, 
for if it isn’t attached to aspirations for Israel] it 
may be attached—even worse—to religion. AS- 
similation is therefore the only answer. The Com- 
munists were not anti-Semitic toward .the com- 
pletely assimilated Jew. That is, for a time. 

We learn from Teller’s documentation that 
even assimilation is no protection in these days, 
for Jews are severely limited in opportunity to at- 
tain higher education, or higher posts in the gov- 
ernment, 

Teller’s book is a long-needed, concrete exposi- 
tion of the Soviet line on Jews. He shows the 
pattern from the beginning, with clarity, and with 
a masterful grasp of the Communist way of think- 
ing. Thus, he explains the seeming contradiction 
of the Soviet Union’s support of Israel at the 
moment of the formation of the state. For at that 
moment, Israel represented the power that could 
get the Soviet’s potential enemy, Britain, out of 
the area. Therefore, Israel could be supported, 
until that job was done. 

BUT SOON AFTERWARD ‘the power - line 
switched to alliance with Arab  trouble-making 
forces, so as to open the area to Communists. 

Teller reminds us that even in the days of 
cultural and national autonomy within the Soviet 
Union, the Jews were made a “special case” and 
given no actual self-rule, but only a. coritrolled 
status in a department attached to the Communist 
party apparatus. He reminds us that as with the 
Nazis, the organizations Seemingly created to take 
care of Jewish community problems were often 
created for liquidation of the community. 

Thus, the Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee had 
a fate not unlike the Nazi-created community or- 
ganization in Warsaw, for the leaders of the Anti- 
Fascist Committee, similarly, were assassinated. 

A MOST TOUCHING section of his book is 
the translation of the letters of a Soviet Jew, 
written from 1952 to 1953, and somehow smuggled 
out of the country. It shows the persistence of 
Jewish feeling and Jewish faith. Perhaps the most 
searing incident described, is the story of a wom- 


an convalescing in a remote resort who recalled 
Israel’s independence day, in 1950. She wished to 
celebrate. So, without anyone’s knowing what 
for, “she put on her best dress and rejoiced within,” 

There are, sadly and inevitably, the endless 
tales of arrests and disappearances, of betrayers 
and “kookers.” There are fantastic tales of Com. 
munist Jews in Israel itself, turncoats and double 
turncoats, and some day some psychiatrist will 
have to try to explain the nature of a Lakacher, 
trained by the Haganah for work amongst the 
Arabs, who had in his room a secret panel behind 
which was a plan of all Haganah’s arsenals and 
of the headquarters, a plan that would have en- 
abled the enemy to wipe out the organization in a 
single sweeping assault. 

TELLER’S BOOK serves to remind us that 
Jews who enter the Communist movement may 
be doing so out of that worst of maladies, self- 
hatred, for the deluding idealistic appeal of the 
movement still serves to blind them with the idea 
that they are leaving Judaism for something higher, 

But those who still are confused by the 
thought that anti-Semitism is against the law 
in the Soviet Union should remember that where 
there is a law forbidding something, a great deal 
of that “something” must exist, and that it is 
often the case that a deep and widespread prejudice 
makes the law a dead letter. Particularly when 
persons highly placed in the government openly 
exhibit the same prejudice, as does Khrushchev. 


The answers are here set forth in a volume - 


written by a man who has apparently rescued 
the facts from the most obscure sources, who has 
kept up with the Yiddish and Hebrew press where 
the most cogent material is to be found, and who 
has been able to present this complex and vita! 
story eloquently and with profound clarity. 

It must be remembered that there are two 
ways to destroy a people—physically, as did the 
Nazis, and psychically, through the elimination of 
their Sense of identity. The Soviets have been 
using the second method at home while encourag- 
ing the Arabs to do the first in Israel.
